Historic  I'lasa. 

On  ilie  17th  of  June,  l(i73,  Marquette 
and  Joliet,  with  their  servants  and 
guides  floated  ouf  of  the  mouth  of  the 
Wisconsin,  upon  the  placid  bosom  of 
the  majestic  Mississippi  river,  of 
which  they  had  heard  much  from  the 
Indians  among  whom  they  had  labor- 
ed for  many  years.  Their  object  was 
exploration  and  discovery. 

They  were  the  first  white  men  that 
ever  saw,  or  navigated  the  upper  Miss- 
issippi, from  the  place  where  they  en- 
tered, to  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio. 

The  latter  part  of  June  or  Hrst  part 
of  July  they  passed  along  that  portion 
of  the  Mississippi  river  where  Piasa 
Chautauqua  Assembly  is  now  located. 
In  his  report  of  this  expedition,  to  the 
French  Government,  Marquette  gives 
a  description  of  these  bluffs,  and  the 
famed  pictures  of  the  "Piasa  Bird''  as 
follows: 

"As  we  coasted  along  the  rocks, 
frightful  for  their  lieiglith  and  vast- 
ness.  we  saw  upon  one  of  them  two 
huge  monsters  painted  upon  it,  that 
we  were  alarmed  at  first  sight,  and  up- 
on which  the  most  courageous  sava- 
ges dare  not  for  a  long  time  fasten 
their  eyes. 

They  are  as  large  as  a  calf,  have 
horns  upon  the  head  like  a  deer,  a 
frightful  look,  red  eyes,  a  beard  like 
a  tiger,  a  face  something  like  a  man's, 
a  body  coveted  with  scales,  the  tail  so 
long  that  it  made  the  circuit  of  the 
body,  passing  over  the  head  and  re- 
turning between  the  legs,  terminating 
in  a  tail  like  tliat  of  a  fish.  The  col- 
ors that  composed  it  were  green,  red 
and  black.  In  truth  these  two  mon- 
sters are  so  well  painted  that  we  can- 
not believe  a  savage  was  the  workman 
since  good  painters  in  France  would 
find  it  ditllcull  to  do  as  well;  and  more- 
over, they  are  .so  high  upon  the  rock, 
that  it  is  difficult  to  reach  them  con- 
veniently by  painters   " 

"As  we  were  conversing  about  these 
monsters,  rowing  quietly  in  the  .beau- 
tiful water,  clear  and  tranquil,  we 
heard  the  noise  of  a  rapid  into  which 
we  were  going  to  fall.  I  have  never 
seen  anything  more  frightful:  an  im- 
pediment caused  by  whole  trees  and 
branches,  and  floating  islands  proceed- 
ed from  the  mouth  of  the  river  Peket- 
ononi,  (Missouri)  with  somuch  impetu- 
osity, that  we  could  not  attempt  to 
pass  across  without  danger;  the  agita- 
tion was  such  that  the  water  was  all 
muddy  and  could  not  be  purified." 

It  will  be  seen  from  Marquette's  de- 
scription that  the.se  "monsters''  par- 
take of  the  characteristics  of  man,  an- 
imal, and  fish,  but  have  neither  featli- 
ir-i.  nor  winrrs  ;i«  cl'iimed  hv  t^tertra- 

llitio!!.

St.  James  Fry.  F.  G.  Nedringhaus,  J. 
A.  Field,  F.  M.  Doan,  .1.  F.  Corrington, 
W.  P.  .lacoby,  Morris  R.  Locke.  J.  A. 
Scarritt.  R.  H.  Manier,  Wm.  Arm- 
strong, John  W.  Phillips,  Calloway 
Nash  as  tlie  first  Board  of  Directors. 
Its  object  is  •■to  maintain  a  summer 
resort,  for  literary,  scientific,  and  re- 
ligious instruction  and  culture. 

In  1897.  its  name  was  changed  to 
Piasa  Cliautauqua  Assembly. 

It  is  located  on  the  north  bank  of 
the  Mississippi  river,  and  on  the  Bluff 
Line  Railroad  13  miles  west  of  Alton, 
in  Jersey  Co.,  Illinois.
